strictly manual labor; nnd ono acted 
us general manager—'as a common hoot 
for tho whole community. 
This mana- 


ger was ono Nathan Sharp. 
After 


twenty years, Nathan—who was trcas 
uror and hold tho purse—departed from 
the community with twenty thousand 
dollars in bis pockor, having charged 
tho community ono thousand dollars 
per your lor his services. 
Tho breth- 


ren brought suit in tlio courts lor this 
money ; but tho courts d icidod that 
Sharp had been a laborer among tho 
others; that his services had been 
worth one thousand dollnrH por year; 
(hut ho, as superintendent, had proper- 
ly olmrgod himsnlf with the money on 
tliu community's books, and that tho 
laborer was worthy of his hiro.

was adjudged to 
keep the money, 


though lio had never done a stroke ol 
work with his hands.
